This Office Action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed September 
9, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose, make obvious, or otherwise suggest the structure of the 
applicant's together with the other limitations of the independent claims, such as a 
display system comprising: a CPU formed over a substrate; a memory connected to the 
CPU; an X-Y branch connected to the CPU; a column driver connected to the X-Y 
branch; a low driver connected to the X-Y branch; an active matrix circuit; first and 
second semiconductor layers; first and second gate insulating films; and first and 
second gate electrodes. The dependent claims being further limiting and definite are 
also allowable.
